Hello, Boss: How are the til es holding out? 
Say, there’s a lot of backfire from your lam­ 
basting the newspapers of the State. Even if 
you do think they are crooked and their editor­ 
ials can be bought and believe everything else 
detrimental about them, as you say in your 
speeches, don’t you think it would be a good 
idea to ease up a little on them? 
The public 
might get to thinking that all your statements 
are in keeping with your tirade against the 
newspapers. Then, again, the publishers might 
wake up and call your hand and ask you to pro­ 
duce some kind of evidence on some paper 
somewhere, to back up your statements. 
Of 
course, I know you have a way of dodging the 


might turn out to be serious. Aly suggestion is 
to keep pussyfooting along, telling them what 
a gentleman you are and how peaceful your 
thoughts are, while you are pouring it on about 
the racketeers and communists.

Again, I don’t know whether it helps to call 
Allred a "little squirt or not.”

i was sorry to hear 
him say that you were also a “yes man,” be­ 
cause they are already charging that you be­ 
came a “yes man” for Wheeler, Nye and others 
as soon as you arrived in Washington. This is 
not good stuff, and I doubt the wisdom of push­ 
ing the “yes man” point too far. The thing to 
do is to keep promising everybody everything. 
It doesn’t cost you a cent; the voters soon forget 
about promises after the Section is over. 
From my investigation,, I am delighted to 
find that practically all the major oil compan­ 
ies, big bankers and big industrial manufac­ 
turers are supporting you.
